The 
members were personally cognizant of 
the hearty and indefatigable labors of 
Aldermen WoLcotr and RENeR, both 
of whom have been untiring ia their 
zeal in behalf of the city. They knew, 
as we did, that these gentlemen left 
no stone unturned. That they had 
interviews with, and besought help 
from, every man inthe city likely 
to be able to raise the sums needed, 
or any reepectabie approximate to them. 
Ib this work, engaging as it has nearly 
all their time for the past two weeks, 
they had the assistance of many mem- 
bers of the Board, ex-members and lead- 
ing citizens.

and the consequence was, it paid better than 
ever before. Hed colton been, as it basso ofter 
been, the main lcading crop, om wiich the en- 
tire stréngth of the planter was expended, the 
supply would have been much larger the prices 
much le-8, and, woisi of aill,ihe entire profits 
would have gone otf to buy someibiug to eat: 
As it was, eating their own bread, they huve put 
theircotton mo iey ia toelr pocke.s

present prices and the matu.al uesire to 
reapa big reward,the planters aud far:nors 
may piten jarge cotioh ciops, and fali 
into the fatal error Oo: hegiecting to provide 
breed, relying om the success of the cicp of 
ecoiton to iurnish mo: enough to buy Ir 
such should be the effet cf the success of 186s, 
then that auccess will arn out @ curse instead 
ofa bessing. A curse more dlirefal than any 
that has yet been vis.ted on the Souty: ‘The 
true policy, the only policy in which there is 
any reason, is that every in. shall firetarnd 
foremost. secure beyond all aecident, a full 
sapply of provisious. This done jet him put 
in @ smali area of cottoa. Let him manure 
aud work this cotton thoroughiy, and the re- 
suit wili be more permanent profit than ten 
times the cotton, giowa to the neg eci of pro- 
visions, 

If anything additional to tha above be

THE CONSTITUTION IGNORED.

| A Man Shot for Relusing to Give 
tp His Mouey. 


Tro RuMans on the Move fur 
Jacksonport, 


The steamer Geo. W. Cheek, in her 
down trip last Sunday bad us psssongers 
a compauy numbericg sixty-cix men, of 
Clayion’s jayhawking cavalry, on their 
way from Osceola to Jacksonport, where 
are to be *‘musterec’’ out. When 
opposite Island 85, the Cusek etoppod at 
a littie bayou, anda man named Jchn 
Davie, better known as Gunbcat Davis, 
got on beard. 

Shortly after the boat got under way, 
Davis aud one of the militia gotintoa 
discussion of the murder of Baugh (4 
detail of which we gave some weeks 
ago).
